In 1914 I left File Hills to take 
furlough but as I wished to et my certifi- 
cate made permanent I applied to Regina to 
attend Normal School there. I was a vised 
by Mr. McKechnie, who had been my teacher in 
Belleville, High School, to take a white 
school for 1915 and enter Normal 1916 which 
I did, at close of Normal I returned to 
Carnbrogie as only by getting favorable 
report of teaching by nspector of white 
schbol would ay certificate by ratified. I 
taught there till close of end of 1917 and 
received favorable report. I was then called 
home to help care for my brother. Then I spent 
all of 1916019 in Indian work at White Bear 
leaving there to have an operation on my 
eyes for treuble caused by Loensng after 
infected eyes at File Hills. By a vice of 
local physician I had been using Dlue stone 
and every time the trouble returned I used 
bluestone, till the lens thickened and I 
could not see, so I had operation first on 
left eye and when the left eye was entirely 
well had one on the right eye. There being 
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ao gueasag for me then in Indiao work I 
again in 1921 taught io white school at 
Crichton, Saskatchewan. My brother-ic-law 
then wrote asking me to come to my sister 
who was suffering from cancer. When she 
was some better I went to Kispiox at re- 
quest of Mr. Cairns and you are aware of 
ay coon since. 
aving taught steadily you might 

say I should have saved enough to look 

er myself but my two operations cost 
600 (taeLuding paying two doctors and 
wice in hospi ) my Normal cost slightly over 
300 and two years ago I used all I had saved 
since to mortgage off the house of my 
sister with whom I make my home. other 
sister got out of work just a month after 
I paid §@ off and since then Nov. 1929 I have 
had largely to keep them as well as pay 
my own expenses."

There is 
a@ need of a second teacher at Bella Coola where some 70 children 
of school age are now at home. At this village, the Agent is 
negotiating for the rental of a nice little 00 ttage as a 
teachers’ residence. 


Attendance at the Day Schools opened to date has been very 

good, reflectiag in some measure the value of the Family 
Allowance payments. A few children ‘rom the Agenoy were admitted 
to the Residential School at Alert Bay, none to Alberni.

we heve vecn confronted with seny difficulties 
in plenning ror the erection of this school due Largely to 
the location of the school site. Klentu is Located approx 
imetely forty miles nortn of Bella Belle on ¢ inside 
chennel «nd vhile there is @ dock. st the cannery on the 
Reserve there is no roed from the ock to the school site 
nor is there @ rood suiteble for transporting meterials from 
the beach to the site. Widsten end Logen heve & self- 
propelled perge which with some ¢c! esring of the waterfront 
below the school site may be landed on the peach at that 
point. From there it is 9roposed to yuild e plank roed 
up a fairly steep grade, « distance of spproximately 180! 
to the fist on yhich the school is to be built. Prefabricated 
sections of the building and other ™é terials will be nauled 
up this incline with a power winch, all of which «dds 
substen tially to the cost f the ouilding end provision for 
which is mede in the estimated labour cost of ¥5000. 


In addition to this difficulty we finda that the 
closest gravel deposit is 25 miles from Klemtu up the coast 
end to haul grevel this distance by barge for the purpose 
of cutting in * cenent foundetion is entirely uneconomical 
and would increase the cost of the building by @s much #8 
$6000. ‘“e have, therefore, decided to out in @ partial 
bagement to secommodate the heating unit. This o« senent 
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16 feet square, will be excavated to « depth of upproximetely 
four feet and cribbed with treated plenking. The entire 
building will beerected on treated cedar posts which will be 
oe depth of four feet to hard-pan and sheeted in to ground 
evel. 


In view of the difficulty of landing material 
at the site end as it is not feasible to load material from 
the cannery cock on to the barge, we »ropose shipping e11 the 
materials to Ocean Fells where there are facilities for loading 
the barge from the dock; the item $350 barge hire will cover 
cost of transporting thematerials from Ocean Yalls to the 
beech at Klentu. 


We are reasonably certain that arrangements can 
be msde with the Xlentu Cannery which is on the Reserve to 
provice room and board for the crew of seven men who, in a 
period of seven weeks can, we believe, complete the building, 
ineluding interior and exterior pasate te propose to pay 
the foremen of the crew at the rate of $1.56 en hour which ig 
the preveiling rete, three carpenters $1.40 an hour end four 
labourers at #1.10 en hour, with time ond a half for overtime 
and double time on Sunday. Labour costs are estimated on this 
basis and are recomended for «cceptance for the reason that 
we find it impos ible to interest anyone else in erecting this 
building for us. There is absolutely nothing for the men to do 
at Klemtu and actually it will orobably work out that we will 
seve money by authorizing them to work overtime, thus completing 
the building in a shorter period with reduced maintenance costs 
for the crew. We will elso be obliged to pay the men's fare 
either from Vancouver or Prince Rupert to Klemtu and return. 


We have spent considerable time with Messrs. 
Widsten snd Logan and with their foreman-carpenter, ‘ir. Nordin, 
in arranging all details in connection with the erection of 
this building and I am reasonably certain thet we could not 
make more favourable arrangements, if any, for the erection of 
this building. The labour crew are imnediately evaileble and 
some »f them will go to Klemtu es soon as the proposal is approved 
and will proceed with the installation of the basement, foundation 
posts, plank road, ete., and in the event that the proposal is 
not approved sooner I would asic that it be favourably considered 
immediately on receipt of thisletter as the extent of our 
construction program is such that we cannot possibly devote 
more time to this vroject and Widsten and Logan will not wait 
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indefinitely for a decision. 


It is proposed to have labour costs paid from 
the Bella Coola A4gmeay office and I would ask that an account- 
able advance of #5000 for this purpose be forwarded to Mr.

By order-in-Council P.G. 2799 of June <e, LOAS, 
guthority was given for the purchase of a prefabricated school to 
be erected on the Klemtu Indian ueserve, bella Coola indian agency,

This Urderein-Council was for the provision of 
a prefabricated school with attached teacher's residence on a basis 
of 5,850.00 f. Oo. b, Vancouver plus freight and erection supervisor's 
wages, fare and expenses. 


Gur Indian Comsissioner vor Ll. U. advises us 
follows:- 


"ue have been confronted with many difficulties in 
planning for the erection of this school due larvely to 
the location of the school site, Klemtu is locateu approx- 
imately forty miles north of be lla Bella on a inside channel 
and while there is a dock at the cannery on the Keserve there 
is no road from the dock to the school site nor is there a 
road suitable for transporting materials from the beach to 
the site. idsten and Logan have a self-propelled barge which 
with some clearing of the waterfront below the school site may, 
be landed on the beach at that point, irom there it is proposed 
to build a plank road up @ fairly steep grade, a distance of 
approximately 180 ft, to the flat on which the school is to be 
built. Prefabricated sections of the building and other

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materials will be hauled up this ineline with a power winch, 
all of which adds substantially to the cost of the building 
and provision for which is made in the eatimated labour 
cost of 35000."

Neary's letter of August 
ena, 1947, in connectlon with the aequisition by the Depart- 
ment of building No. 5, Belle belle Sea Plene Base, from the 
War Assets Corporation, snd subsecuent correspondence to the 
effect that the proposed use of this building for additionel 
classroom facilities at Bella Selle woulc not be economical. 
Messrs. Widsten end Logen purehssed a number of other build- 
ings ot the Sea Plane base, having esteblished s permanent 
merine repsir shop anc other facilities, and sre 
enxious to odd building No. 5 to their esteblishment. While 
I an awere thet Government property mey not be disposed of 
other then through the War Assets Corporetion, it has 
occurred to me thet tnesmuch as building No. 5 was yurchs sed 
for senool construction the intent of the ourchase would be 
complied with if the building was transferred to idsten end 
Logen to spply on their secount. They heave offered #550 for 
the building as it stends and I would recommend that if at all 
vossible vermission be granted to turn the building over to 
them, they to assume responsibilit for complience with #11 
the terms of the Seles Order, the 550 being applied on their 
account above referred to, which amounts to ¥788.Al1.

The school was closed in the lest December gmp 
quarter on the recommendation of the Department's med- 
ical officer Dr, W, Dykes, on eccount of a suspected 
cxuse of measles in October and an epidenic of Influenza 
in November and December, There was no sickness among the 
children during the March quarter, 

In regard to amount of selary to be allowed 
for the March quarter, I consider that one half of grant 


for the ouarter, if allowed would be fair and right.

Mr. Dockstader has very little teaching 
ability. He wae encouraged by the officials of the 
church to remain in this work, It is now absolutely 
necessary in the interest of the Indian children that 
he take a Normal School course if he is to do justice 
to the work. I hereby recommend 4 change of policy 
regarding this school. A qualified teacher should be 
placed here 80 that the work may be taken up in Septem- 
ber and vigotously pushed. 1 recommended this some 
years ago but Mr. Ferrier wanted it postponed till after 
the war.

In 1933 Mr. Indian Acent Graham applied to the 
Department for authority to have the Chinese boy attend the 
Koksilah School. The Department raised no objection on that 
occasion, as will be seen from the Department's reply to Mr. 
Graham, copy of which is attached. I am forwarding herewith 
reports from Inspector Barry, Mr. Indian Agent Moore and Miss 
Perry, teacher at Koksilah School, on the subject of the attend- 
ance of the children in question at Koksilah. These reports 
are all favorable to these children continuing at Koksilah, and 
under the circumstances it might be as well to permit them to 
do so.

The 
matter will be left in the hands of the teacher and 
yourself to decide. If this boy is allowed to 
attend, his name should not be included on the 
quarterly returns of attendance of Indian children.

Dear Mr. Moore, 


In reply to your letter of April 28th, re the children 
other than Indians attending the Koksilah Indian Day Schoo], I 
am permitting four children to attend. 


Three of them are Chinese, Pansy (age 14) Poppy (age 
12) and Oswald (age 10) Hop Wo children of a Chinese farmer, who, 
is, I believe, renting land on the reserve. The other one is 
Irene Georgeson (age 10) halfbreed daughter of Mr. Wm. Geor geson 
of Saanich, B.C., and whose mother (deceased) was a Koksilah 
woman. 


I have admitted these children by verbal consent of 
former Indian Agent, Mr. Graham, with the understanding that they 
should obtain their own supplies, and in no way be dependent on 
the department. This has been strictly followed, and they are 
in no way hindering my work with the Indian children. 


These four children are all attending with a good 
reason. Mr. Georgeson felt that since Irene was more Indian 
than white, and that for her own happiness and progress in work, 
she would be better in an Indian school. She is a bright happy 
youngster, has brought her own books and desk so as to be able 
to attend. She is no trouble in discipline or attendance. I 
feel she is a decided help in the class. 


The Chinese children are attending because they are so 
far from the white school. They, also, have brought their own 
books and desks. They are very keen pupils and have had almost 
perfect attendance. I find that they provide enough competition 
in class work to spur the Indian children on to more neat and a 
accurate work. I find the Chinese and Indians get along nicely 
socially, and I think it is good for the Indians to meet children 
of another race. It brings up many lessons in good sportsmanship. 


Personally I would like to keep them as pupils in this 
school, for they are not taking up any more of my time during school 
hours, using supplies, or taking up any desks supplied by the 
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Department for the Indian children, but they are, in my opinion, 
an asset to this school.

Indian Agent R. H. Moore, in his monthly 
report on the Cowichan agency, states: - 


*One matter which concerns me a great 
deal is the matter of White and Chinese children 
attending the day schools 0m the Cowichan Indian 
reserve. These children are the offspring of 
some of the renters of this reserve, but why their 
renting privileges should include the education 
of their children is ond me. I understand that 
the Department has knowledge of this and anproved 
of it on certain conditions, but I wish to bring 
the question to your attention again. I will 
give the whole question careful study during the 
next month and if I feel that there should be a 
ehange in the policy I will so advise". 


I was somewhat disturbed to learn that there 
are White and Chinese children attending Indian day schools 
in the Cowichan agency. There is nothing on file here to 
indicate that the attendance of these children was approved 
by the Sepecerens at any time. In any event, it is exceed- 
{ difficult to administer day schools at which White 

ndian children are enrolled. There always appears to 
be difficulty with respect to sttendance, the payment of 
fees for tuition, etc. 


The Indian school population of the Dominion 
is increasing at the rate of approximately 300 pupils per 
annum, and we are finding it very difficult indeed to 
secure the funds necessary to provide acconnodation for 
the Indian pupils of the country. In view of these facts,

I was not aware of departmental letter 
dated June 1, 1943, in whieh peralssion was rranted 
a Chinese be to attend the Koxsilan school. In any 
event, this letter should not be interpreted to mean 
that white or Chinese children are permi*ted to attend 
Indian day schools unless their attendance has been 
Inthorized by the Arent, and in the case of British 
Columbia, by the Indian Commissioner. 


You are no doubt aware that a year or 
two aco a regulation was approved by the Minister and 
passed, whereby hnalf-breed children are no lonrer 
eligibie for enrolment st residential schools. in 
view of this regulation, white or Chinese children 
should not be encouraged to attend our schools, 
except in exceptional cases and then only on the 
recommendation of the agent, approved by yourself. 
It has occurred to me, also, tnat it might be well 
to have this recommendation in the case of each 
school approved at the beginning of each academic 
year.

Indian Commissioner MacKay has made a very 
exhaustive study of the situation at the various 
day schools in British Columbia and as a result 
he recommends that some of them be only operated 
for an eight-month period. His reason for this 
recommendation is that on certain reserves 
practically all the Indians are absent both in 
the month of June and the month of September each 
year. 


As a result of Commissioner lMackay's recom- 
mendations it has been decided to operate the Ste. 
Catherine's School and the Koksilah School for an 
eight-month period only during the academic year 
1940-41. The former school is conducted under 
the auspices of the Catholic Church and the latter 
under United Church auspices. You will, therefore, 
note that during the coming academic year the 
Koksilah School will only be in operation for the 
period October 1, 1940, to May 31, 1941.

As St+ Catherine's Schbol follows a Vocational Training 
program, the time allotted to class work is naturally limitede 
Therefore, a pupil of Grade Eight standard in this school can- 
not compete with pupils following the Be C. Program in prepara- 
tion for high schoole Moreover, this school pperates only 
eight months a yeare 


While Janet has a good head she is wanting in persev- 
erance. She figures well in arithmetic, grammar, spelling and art 
but lacks background in social studies, literature and sciencee 


In her letter of application for transfer she states that 
I told her that she would have to buy her own pooka if she took 
eighth grade. This is a misleading statement. These books could 
have been requisitioned had she expressed a desire at an earlier 
date to study for high school but since she began only at the 
end of October there would have been no choice left but to 
purchase the books required for the grade. 


Knowing from experience the work and time required to

perqrene*: May I point out that manual training is an 
ntegral part of the British Columbia course of studies 
and the hn ue ne 4 therefore, cannot understand why

attended school regularly during the March quarter 
ghe only attended 12 days during the months of 4 1 
and May and during that period was absent for 19 days.

In a ing the suggestion we have done so 
with some misgivings. we are not especially 
enthusiastic about moving the Koksilah school so 
Close to the 3%. Catherine's Sehool. However, as 
there are a number of protestant children attending 
the Kokeileh Sehool, the Department would probably 
be subject to some criticiem if we 41d not provide a 
sehool for them. It will be necessary for either 
Agent Moore or yourself to arrange with the prinei pel 
of the St. Catherine's Sehool for the children from 
Kokesileh to receive vocational instruction at the 
former sehool. This arrangement should be very 
carefully watched as we are hopeful that within a 
reasonable time the pupils who have attended Koksilsh 
could be absorbed into the st.

I have received a request from Miss Jean 
Hill, Teacher of the Koksilah Indian Day School, to approach 
the Department with a view of procuring & musical instrument 
for use in her school, preferably a reed organ. 


Miss Hill is quite a talented musicien and 
has had considerable experience in a musical way and I feel 
that it is toobad if we do not take advantage of her talents 
and provide the opportunity for her to pass them on to the 
children under her charge. 


I may say that this is the only school in 
the Agency that is not equipped with either an organ or piano 
and I believe that the parents of the children in attendance 
feel that the pupils are being deprived of much enjoyment and 
valuable training. 


I would recommend that favourable 
consideration be given to this request and think that it may 
be possible to pick up a good second hand organ at one of 
the sales héld locally, or from an Auctioneer's sales room 
in Victoria.

Father Lauzon refers to having 
discussed this matter with you during your visit to 
Duncan on June 3rd and 4th. I cannot at the moment 
recall having taken part in the conversation referred t0. 


The per capita rate for which Father Lauzon 
proposes to provide transportation for the Indian children 
4s very reasonable when compared with the rates paid by 
the local School Boards for transportation of White 
children in the same area. Father Lauzon's application 
for authority to transport 30 children at $52.50 per 
month is recommended for favourable consideration.

As you remember, Mr. Hoey at his visit in 
Duncan, said that if I was able to secure transporta- 
tion for more children, he would be willing to increase 
the grant at the actual per capita rate. 


Ever since I have tried to get a car, large enough 
to take ten children at the time. The car I have now the 
intention of buying was $995.00 till lately. But because 
H+ 4 b> not sell it, they are willing to let it go at 


My plan is to trade my Austin for that car. I would 
have to pay $100.00 over on the trade. More over I would 
have to spend about $85.00 to equip it according to regulation 
of the Motor Act. 


Here is what I propose to you to be submitted to 
the Department. At the actual rate per capita, it would 
amount to $52.50 a month for 30 children. A total for the 
9 months remaining of the school year, of $472.40. 


Besides after receiving a hint from a friend that 
the Traffic Department were quite exacting this year, I 
inquired indirectly, and the result is that I have my dowt 
as to whether or not I would be allowed to transport the 
children in my little car. Last year I was told although not 
by the police Department, that I could do it without any 
permit as long as it was not for commercial purposes. But 
now I am told that anyone receiving remuneration of any kind 
to transport children must have a permit from the Police 
Department. And I am nearly sure at least according to the 
written regulation that they would not allow me to take 5 
children at the time in the Austin. Most probably I would 
have to cancel the transportation.

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Now this new car I intend to take is a seven 
passenger Plymouth. The Police Department has seen it and 
will allow me to carry ten children at the time. I will 
have all licenses required and the insurance covering a 
school bus for ten children. 


The progres will be to take ten children to 
Koksilah School. TI will pick ten more on my way back to 
the Cowichan School, passing by the lower part of the 
reserves, and then I will make another trip towards Duncan 
to get the children 1 am now transporting. 


I would like to start the first week in October. So 
if there is anything to settle see to it. As long as I get 
the grant of $52.50 a month 1 will agree. 


I know that it is quite late; but 1 did not hear 
about this offer before this week. Could you ask for the 
answer by wire so that I can put the deal through at the 
end of next week.

Mr. Indian Agent Moore has applied for authority to 
purchase a wood burning circulator heater for the Koksilah 
Indian Day School. There is a small box stove in use at 
present which does not heat the classroom properly. 


I visited this school recently and found that the 
front of the room and the area in the immediate vicinity of 
the stove were too warm, while the temperature in other 
parts of the room registered 60 degrees. A circulator heater 
is necessary for this room, and I would recommend that same 
be provided. A suitable heater can be secured here for 
approximately $40.00.

In reply to your letter, with enclosure 
I wish to advise that the work hes been completed on the 
bridge acros& the creek end the job appears to be quite 
satisfactory. Vouchers for materials and labor will go 
forward in due course. 


While on the question of this school, I 
wish to advise that I have just returned from there today 
and the teacher was asking about lights for the winter months, 
Even today, which is bright and sunny as any day in summer, it 
was quite dark and dull in the school building and not a bit 
of sunlight getting into the school rooth on account of the 
trees on the south side of the building, 


From the point of view of light and 

sun, I would recommend that the trees on the south side of 

the building for a distance of 75* or so be slashed down to 
allow more light and sun to get into the room. I believe that 
this could be done for ten or twelve dollars and I would so 
recommend,and request that the necessary authority for this 

be issued as soon aspossible. I would also request authorit 
to have ten loads of gravel dumped in the Church where the 
bus has to turn around at an approximate cost of $10.00. You

Miller five dollars (35,00) 
per rwonth for Janitor Services at this school during the ten months it is 
in operation, the fact remains thet it requires a thorourch cleaning at least 
once a year, which is certai.ty beyond the physic.1 carabilities of lirs, 
Miller to do, herself, 


I realize that, if this is done at the Koksilah Indian Dav School, 
the other teachers in our day schools are entitled to like consideration, 
Personally, I believe all day schools should be thoroughly cleaned during 
the holidays -- and not by the teachers as, in my opinion, they receive little 
enoveh now for the janitor work they do during the time school is in session, 


I estimate that it will cost twenty-five dollars ($25.00) to have 
this school thoroughly cleaned before school reopens.

We have run into more expense at the above school 
which was not anticipated, due to the fact that the well we 
have at the school ran dry. The cause might be the fact that 
the river channel has been changed and the under ground 
streams stopped flowing in that particular direction, Two or 
three wells in the same generel direction have all gone dry 
or nearly so. 


I had a copple of men start digging a new well 
in a different location today where our chances of getting 
water will be much greater. It is estimated that the total 
cost of digging eribbing and reinstallation of the pump from 
the old wel’ will be between $75.00 and $100.00. 


As this school is entirely out of water now and 
the mission is short,it is a case of getting a satisfactory 
supply in the shortest possible time. I would ask that 
authority be granted at the earliest possible date so that 
the work already commenced may be completed.

This bridge has been a source of trouble to me and 
the school teacher for a number of years. The school cannot 
be reached without it and every year during floods, two or 
three days of school have been lost due to the unsafe cone 
dition of the bridge. 


This year, with the exceptional high water, the 
bridge floated downstream, about six feet, and came to 
rest on a tree. When the water receded the children were 
able to cross at the new location and school enrried on. 
However, last week it was necessary to have fuel oil 
delivered to the school aud the truck could not drive 
across and, consequently, the bridge had to be rebuilt. 


The new bridge has been raised, is well bolted 
down and should ot, under normal conditions, give us 
any further trouble. The accounts are very reasonable 
considering the amount of work involved, and T would 
recommend, with your approval, that they be paid.

I should like to have authority to stain the outside 
of the above-mentioned school and renew the eavestrough 
and downpipes. 


I had not planned on any repairs for this school 
this year but I find the bats have been at work again 
and made a terrible mess of the windows and walls. To 
prevent a recurrence of this it will be necessary for 
us to put a galwnized tin shade under the eaves with a 
12" peeseessen = something after the style of a visor 
on the windshield of a car - so that the droppings and 
liquids may be kept away from the windows and side walls. 


This is really a necessity and an item of $800.00 
was included in the current year's estimates for this 
purpose, although I was going to try and get sieeg without 
doing the work this year in view of the possibility of the 
closing of the school next year. 


I had a rough estimate prepared and by metetne 
everything to a minimum including the use of brown stain 
for the walls instead of paint, I consider that we can 
have a satisfactory job done for $600.00.

Having had a long talk with the teacher with 
reference to the teaching of Vocational Subjects, Arts 
and Crafts, Etc., I have to recommend that a small grant 
of not more than one hundred dollars per year be given 
to this school for the soneneng of such Arts and Crafts 
as can be arranged for by the Indian Agent and teacher. 

I believe that the children could be taught to 
make good baskets if a suitable Indian woman were 
employed under the supervision of the teacher for one 
afternoon per: week be Se the period October to May. 

This Indian should be a good basket maker, 
and should if possible be also good in the making of 
small articles out of the raw wool, which should be 
spun, etc. in the school. Some bianket weaving’ should 
be carried out, 

Suitable pay for this instruction would be a 
dollar per week, and some material would have to be 
purchased. If the boys were supplied with one set of 
simple tools they could make the weaving faames and 
other necessary articles. With a fret saw and some three- 
ply material they could start toy making which is the 
first step in Mamal Training. 

e girls do sew at present as previously 
reported, but I am anxious to have the children learn 
basket making before this is a lost art here,
